Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  1925. 

Our  estimated  population  for  the  year  is  5,315,  the  census  of  1921  gave  us  5,171.  The  Acreage 
of  the  Township  is  3,054.  With  such  a distribution  we  should  have  a healthy  District. 

It  is  of  course  known  that  we  have  some  congestion  in  one  if  not  more  areas.  It  is  however 
a difficult  problem  to  suggest  how  this  can  be  got  over. 

In  Huyton  Quarry  there  is  a shortage  of  houses.  I estimate  that  some  30  more  could  be  occupied 
but  I for  one  have  no  suggestions  to  make  as  to  how  best  this  might  be  remedied. 

In  several  instances  there  is  overcrowding.  In  every  case  I think  this  is  due  to  the  lack  of  houses 

at  suitable  rents. 

The  general  standard  of  the  houses  in  the  neighbourhood  is  fair.  Any  defects  which  exist  are 
mainly  structural  and  I think  are  chiefly  due  to  lack  of  proper  management.  Gradually,  but  I hope 
surely,  we  will  get  these  made  right  and  unsuitable  houses  closed. 

The  Sanitary  conditions  are  improving,  water  supply  is  mainly  good,  refuse  disposal  is  satisfactory 
and  closet  accommodation  is  on  the  way  to  amendment.  During  the  year  12  new  houses  have  been 
erected  but  in  no  instance  will  this  affect  the  overcrowding. 

Seventy-six  births  during  1925  give  us  a Birth  Rate  of  142  as  against  15  for  1924,  that  is  a 
decrease  of  -8  and  a drop  of  3 on  the  mean  of  5 years.  The  1925  Birth  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 

is  18-3. 

Forty-six  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  working  out  a death  rate  of  8-6,  i.e.,  2 less 
than  1924  and  T9  below  the  average  of  5 previous  years  and  3-6  less  than  the  death  rate  for  the  country 

as  a whole. 

The  rate  of  deaths  under  1 year  to  1,000  births  is  excellent  for  1925,  being  but  26  as  against  112 
for  1924  and  an  average  of  71  over  5 years.  In  other  words  we  are  down  86  on  the  1924  figure  and  45 
on  the  5 years  mentioned,  49  below  that  for  the  Nation. 

The  Hospital  arrangements  still  hold  and  so  far  as  I have  learned  are  satisfactory. 

Of  reportable  Infectious  Disease  we  had  25  cases  notified  during  the  year,  an  increase  of  4 over 
1924.  Thirteen  of  these  were  Tuberculosis  in  one  form  or  another.  Seven  were  pulmonary. 
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I want  to  say  a word  of  commendation  with  regard  to  the  Nursing  Association.  Nurse  Fletcher 
has  done  excellent  work  in  our  Township  and  we  as  a District  are  much  indebted  to  her  and  the  Local 
Association  for  the  good  work  done. 

The  District  Council  has  to  be  congratulated  on  excellent  work  with  regard  to  conversions. 
Twenty-nine  of  these  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  During  5 years,  1921-1925,  you  have  had  101 
privies  converted  to  fresh  water  closets 

191  privy  middens  and  75  pail  closets  have  still  to  go  but  I feel  sure  that  soon  we  will  be  given 
a clean  sheet  so  far  as  this  is  concerned. 

Of  course  there  is  other  work  to  be  done  would  we  gain  our  Sanitary  Utopia. 

Unpaved  and  back  courts  have  to  be  drained  and  paved.  Unadopted  streets  should  be  taken 
over  as  soon  as  practical  ways  and  means  can  be  got. 

There  is  no  impossible  task  in  front  of  Huyton  Urban  District  Council.  But  task  there  is.  Some 
progress  has  been  made  in  1925  and  I hope  1926  will  see  the  rate  of  progress  increased. 

We  have  14  cowkeepers  on  the  register  and  the  shippons  are  in  a very  fair  condition.  Regular 
visits  have  been  paid  to  these  and  in  every  case  suggestions  have  been  carried  out.  We  have  not  an 
insanitary  shippon  in  our  district,  but  in  several  improvements  can  be  made. 

On  the  whole  I think  you  will  agree  my  Report  for  the  year  is  good. 

It  is  not  so  complete  as  it  well  might  be.  We  have  had  two  changes  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  during 
the  year  and  unfortunately  in  quite  a number  of  instances  “ no  record  kept  ” is  the  return. 

I think  I can  promise  that  this  will  be  remedied  during  the  year  1926.  Mr.  Pritchard  has  agreed 
to  let  me  have  a weekly  report  of  work  done  and  I understand  that  proper  books  will  be  kept  and  all 
entrances  made.
